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Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 


A  T  the  beginning  of  the  year  1927,  there  were  three  out-patients  and 
* *■  eleven  in-patients,  the  total  accommodation  at  the  Homes  being 
for  fourteen  in-patients. 

In  February,  one  of  the  in-patients  died  suddenly  after  an  operation. 
He  had  been  at  the  Homes  for  several  years,  and  by  his  fortitude  in 
suffering  and  ever-ready  helpfulness  and  good  humour  had  endeared  him¬ 
self  to  patients  and  Sisters  alike.  By  his  Will  he  left  the  Homes  a 
legacy  of  £500. 

Another  patient,  who  had  only  been  at  the  Homes  a  few  months 
and  whose  condition  was  serious  when  admitted,  passed  away  in  July. 

Two  new  in-patients  have  been  received,  one  in  June  and  one  in 
September. 

Another  patient  left  the  Homes  in  October  improved  in  health,  the 
disease  in  his  case  being  quiescent.  He  writes  in  good  spirits  and  is 
apparently  getting  on  well. 

Much  has  appeared  recently  in  the  public  press  with  regard  to 
alleged  cures  for  leprosy.  Unfortunately  it  cannot  be  claimed  for  any 
of  these  remedies  that  they  are  real  specifics,  and  in  our  experience  at 
the  Homes,  where  we  have  given  them  an  extensive  trial,  we  cannot  claim 
to  have  effected  a  cure  in  any  case  by  their  use. 

The  year  has  not  been  a  good  one  for  the  patients,  for  it  was  a  bad 
summer  with  little  sunshine,  followed  by  a  cold  winter,  but  in  spite  of 
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this  their  spirits  have  been  excellent.  Under  the  energetic  guidance  of 
Mother  Clare,  a  splendid  Christmas  show  was  arranged,  and  all  the 
patients  except  one,  who  is  bedridden,  took  part  in  it. 

The  Homes  have  been  fortunate  in  entertainments  that  have  been 
provided  by  friends.  The  “Old  Vic.”  Concert  Party  made  four  visits, 
and  concerts  were  given  by  Toe  H.,  the  Castanet  Concert  Party,  the 
Cathedral  Players  and  St.  Peter’s  Players.  All  these  performances  were 
much  appreciated,  and  the  Executive  Committee  desire  to  tender,  on 
behalf  of  the  Homes,  their  grateful  thanks  to  those  who  so  kindly 
arranged  them. 

Additions  and  improvements  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year, 
the  domestic  quarters  of  the  Guest  House  were  enlarged,  and  a  much 
needed  drying-room  added  to  the  patients'  laundry.  It  might  be 
mentioned  that  the  visitors,  who  are  chiefly  friends  of  the  patients,  pay 
for  their  accommodation. 

The  Fellowship  of  St.  Giles  formed  by  her  Highness  Princess  Marie 
Louise  in  1925,  gave  substantial  financial  assistance  to  the  Homes  in 
1926,  namely,  £500  for  building  and  ^,300  to  the  General  Fund,  and 
after  allocating  £500  to  the  General  Fund  in  1927  is  making  provision 
for  a  cemetery  and  mortuary  chapel  to  be  completed  during  1928. 

The  Fellowship  has  also  done  a  great  deal  in  providing  linen, 
patients’  comforts,  stores,  crockery  and  utensils,  books  and  magazines, 
Christmas  gifts  and  groceries. 

From  the  financial  point  of  view  the  year  in  one  respect  may  be 
said  to  have  been  a  fortunate  one.  In  1926  the  Committee  were  com¬ 
pelled  to  apply  to  the  bank  for  an  advance,  and  1927  started  with  an 
overdraft  of  ^210  10s.  4d. 
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In  March  an  effort  was  made  to  secure  further  donations  and  sub¬ 
scriptions  by  means  of  a  printed  Appeal  which  set  out  the  history  and 
objects  of  the  Homes.  This  was  sent  to  some  3,000  persons,  together 
with  a  letter  in  support  of  the  Appeal,  which  our  President,  Her  Highness 
Princess  Marie  Louise,  addressed  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 
As  a  result  of  the  Appeal,  the  sum  of  £l,256  11s.  3d.  was  obtained  in 
donations  and  several  new  annual  subscribers  were  enrolled. 


The  Committee  desire,  however,  to  point  out  that  although  every 
effort  is  made  to  keep  down  expense  the  average  annual  cost  of  running 
the  Homes  is  about  £ 2,700 ,  and  the  regular  income  derived  from  annual 
grants,  subscriptions,  dividends,  and  payments  by  patients  amounts  to 
only  £1,900.  The  result  is  that  a  further  £800  has  to  be  obtained 
annually.  These  figures  take  no  account  of  money  which  is  required 
every  year  for  capital  expenditure,  which  amounted  in  1927  to  approxi¬ 
mately  £400. 

The  Committee  feel  that  in  reiterating  this  statement  of  affairs  in 
their  Annual  Report  they  are  making  it  again  to  those  who  already 
support  the  Homes,  namely  donors  and  subscribers,  for  whose  help  in 
the  past  they  are  indeed  grateful.  May  they,  however,  ask  all  those  who 
are  friends  of  the  Homes  to  enlist  the  sympathy  and  assistance  of  at 
least  one  new  friend  to  obtain  the  balance  required. 

The  Committee  acknowledge  and  express  their  thanks  for  the 
following  grants  :  the  Trustees  of  Lord  Strathcona’s  Charity,  £250  ; 
the  Governors  of  Sherburn  Hospital,  £200;  the  Trustees  of  the 
Hospitals  of  St.  Mary  Magdalene  and  St.  John  the  Baptist,  Ripon,  £25  ; 
and  to  Miss  Lilian  Baylis  for  the  concert  at  the  “Old  Vic.”  on  Good 
Friday,  1927,  which  resulted  in  £83  11s.  7d.  being  handed  over  to 
the  funds. 
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No  Report  of  the  Committee  would  be  complete  without  once  again 
recording  a  warm  expression  of  gratitude  first  to  Her  Highness  Princess 
Marie  Louise  for  her  continued  interest  on  behalf  of  the  Homes  and  the 
welfare  of  the  patients  both  personally  and  through  her  Guild  and 
Fellowship,  and  secondly  to  the  Sisters  at  the  Homes  who,  under  the 
wonderful  leadership  of  Mother  Clare,  have  been  indefatigable  in  their 
devotion  and  attention  to  the  patients.
